Allied soldiers are burjed. 


Queen Beatrix and Prince 
Klaus of the Netherlands also 
laid wreaths, as did ambassa- 
dors of the wartime allies, and 
many Of the veterans and their 
commanders. These incinded 
Major-General Roy Urquhart. 
aged 82, who commanded the 
Ist British Airborne Division at 
Amham, General Sir John 
Hackett, who led the 4th 
Parachute Brigade. and Major- 
General John Frost. whose 2nd 
Battalion held the vital Rhine 
bridge at Armhem. the princîpal 
objectire of the operation, for 
three-and-a-half days. 


The service. condacted by 
the Rev E. L: Phillips, one of 
the chaplains at the battle, and 
three Dutch clergy. brought to 
an emotional climax a week of 
ceremonies and poignant re- 
unions between the British 
veterans and the many Dutch 
civilians who helped them 
during and after the battle.

Electricity 
cost ‘could 
rise 30%

Electricity charges could 
increase by an extra 20 per cent 
to 30 per cent next year if the 
powcr industry is made to bear 
the main cost of the pit strike, 
union leaders say.

Appointed an Assistant 
District Allomey by her cousin Nicholas 
Ferraro. the District Attorney and local 
politician, she made a reputation as a tough 
prosecutor in her home territory of Queens, 
New York. 

Ferraro says she kept her maiden name 
for reasons of identity and as a tribute to 
her mother. When she sought office it 
scemed to have a more suitable ring than 
Zaccaro. As an ambitious and shrewd 
congresswoman, she made her way in a 
daunting. wheel-and-deal male world; a 
liberal, bul with the strong conservative 
strain you would expect in a representative 
of conservative blue collar and middle- 
class Queens.

1s Pp me has had its 
problems. The MiG-2l. first pro- 
duced in (956, is described as 
having primitive. avionics. poor 
navigation and “serious problems” 
with the engine. Engine problems 
also seem to plague the more 
advanced MiG-23. US Lr-Gen 
Robert M, Bond was killed last April 
while reportedly flying a MiG-23. 

The East Germans have also had 
problems flying the MiG-21 and 23. 
Their’ air torce reportedly lost 4$ 
fighter planes in [983 and approxi- 
mately a dozen more in the first four 
months of 1984. 

In spite of these problems, the use 
of Soviet planes to train US pilots 
has been successful enough 1o lempt 
the LTV corporation into consider- 
ing buying 24 MiG-21s from China 
for use by the US Navy. These 
Chinese-built aircrafl are cven 
‘eruder copies of the MiG-2ls 
already owned by the air force. 
Nevertheless, no one can doubt that 
they would nearly replicate the 
performance of the MiG-21s that are 
the mainstay of the SovieL East 
European and many Third World 
air forces.

How’ do you see the miners’ strike? 

The mood around the miners" 
strike is totally different from that in 
1974. because these are totally 
different times, 1972 and 1974 came 
at the culmination of a 25-year 
world boom. Workers had devel-. 
oped a lot of confidence and 
expected full employment and a 
rising standard of living; then they 
saw the Heath government challen, 

a lot of the things they had taken 
anid. and they reacted quite 
irmly and eventually defeated it. 

The lesson that the Tories drew 
was that they would have to be 
„much better prepared the next time. 
They spent the whole of the mid- 
1970s on a nda campaigı 1o 
convince people that we had to rein 
in the trade unions and cut back the 
welfare state - and in this they were 
echoed many key people .on 
Labour's front bench. So they won 
the intellectual ground; they won the 
hearts and minds of a substantial 
proportion of the population to the 
view that these things now had to be 
donc. And from the point of view of 
the Tory Parly they do have to be 
done, given the change in the nature 
of the world economy and the 
problems of British capital. They 
can't avoid making those sorts of 
attacks on organized labour. 

Mrs Thalcher was defeated by the 
miners in 1980 over lhe question of 
pit closures. She admitted it, But 
now they've planned for it: {heyve 
opened up the British market to 
Polish coal imports: they ve broughl 
key people into ihe police force, in 
the shape of the former boss of the 
Royaf Uister Conslabulary: - Sir 
Kenneth Newman. and others: 
1theyve continued the .propaganda 
campai in the press, which 
reached a frenzied agains 
Arthur Scargill last ober: and 
they've brought in MacGregor, with 
a irack record of getting rid of half 
the jobs in the stecl industry. 1o’ do 
the same job for coal. 

It is an open provocation. They 
wish to break the miners’ because 
they know that it wilt demoralize 
every trade unionist in struggle. If 
the miners can be broken, anyone 
can be broken - that's how it will be 
perceived. And if the miners are 
broken, there will be a victory 
celebration by this GovernmenlL. 

° They will crow about it. they will 
1alk aboul restoring the damage 
done by the 1980 defeat of Thatcher 
by the miners. That is why a lot of 
trade unions. after some reluctance. 
are now coming in and rallying 
round. They know that if the miners 
go down, they will all be substan- 
tially damaged.

The details of implementing our 
policies have cicarly not been 
workcd out. When we took over the 
Greater London Council. we had 
alrcady discussed a lengthy blueprint 
of what was ncedced and what we 
wetre going lo do. This enabled many 
of the new lefi-wing councillors to 
have {he commitment to implement 
poticies and the confidence to argue 
for them, in the face of near-univer- 
sal hostility.

By this [I mean something 
fike thc German system, where over 
half the members of parliament are 
directly elected, and a topping-up 
then operaies on the basis of the 
actual voles received by different 
parlics. I would simply insist that 
the topping-up would have to be of 
defeated candidates, on the basis of 
the hıghest vote downwards. Other- 
wise you give too much power to the 
party bureaucracy.

I think we could sce a Icft 
government bhetore this decade is 
over, and it is therefore a realistic 
qucslion.

Robert Fisk on the implications of 
the mounting Lebanese resistance 


Turn of the tide 
but not only 
Israel will suffer 


But it is nat difficult to assemble 
1he facts of fsrael’s war against the 
guerrilas of Southern Lebanon. Over 
the past. six weeks, for example, the 
guerrillas ~ both Shia Muslims and 
members of the Lebanese Commu- 
nist Party — have opened a savage 
campaign against all those im the 
occupied zone who have collabor- 
aled with Israel, the very men upon 
whom israel wouid have to rely if iis 
army is ever lo withdraw. 

On August I8. onc suspected 
informer was shot dcad as he sat 
with two friends at a coffee shop in 
1he village of Shabiyeh. On August 
231 another . suspected informer, 
Haidar Maarouf Dyke. was shot in 
his car and badly wounded near 
Aitil, east of Tyre. Gunmen from a 
Peugeot 504 car assassinated an- 
other alleged collaborator al Jnala 
wn Sugusl 24, 

Near the village of Jibshit outside 
Nabatea, four suspected informers 
were killed in ıiwo car bomb 
explosions. fn alf, there were 32 such 
altacks against Israeli agénts or 
militia members in August. On 
September 3 and 4 iwo more 
suspecled collaborators were killed 
in Turin and Haboush. Two days 


later, the guerrillas kiled a “South 7 


Lcbanon Army" militiaman in 
Sidon. Another was shot in Jbaa on 
September 10. and four more were 
killed near Sohmor nîne days later 
So far this month. there have becn 
32 attacks against the Israelis and 14 


as those at Sohmor: and the 
resistance against the [sraclis is now 
reaching a critical stage thal is likely 
to have a profound effect not only 
on. Israel itself but on the almost 
universal belief that the israeli army 
is onc of the mosl powerful and 
cfficient in the world. 

Today. for the first time. Arab 
gucrrilla resistance is slowly driving 
lhe Israelis out of territory which il 
has captured and occupied in war. 
The humiliation of this has yel to be 
apprecialcd in Israel: nor has its 
significance yct dawned on the Arab 
slates. Bul 1he Israeli military 
authorities arc beginning to realize 
that ils cifect IS going to be 
incalculable. 

It is nol a story which the Israelis 
want 1he world 1o know aboulL 
Many of the guerrilla attacks against 
1hcir army in Souihern Lebanon are 
no longer recorded publicly by their 
militar’ authorities. Journalists 
have found it increasingly difficult 
to enter lhe Iisracti occupation zonê. 
And last weck. in an unprecedented 
acî against foreign correspondents. 
the Israeli army put four journalists 
— two from The Timcs and two from 
the Associated Press news agency — 
under arresL, They were ordered Out 
of the occupation areca with an escort 
of gunmen from the "South 
Lebanon Army". the same organiza- 
tion which had carricd out the 
massacre at Sohmar a few hours 
carlier. 


In 1983 ne fost an electian in the 
middle of mass uncnplorment, with 
a radical manifesto and against an 
unashamedly righi-uing Tory 
gorcrnment. How would you analyse 
this defeat? 


We put forward social-democratic 
policics. in somc inslances Of a 
souped-up variety. The difference 
between our manifesto and that of 
the SDP was only a matter of degree. 
especially on the cconomic policies 
necded 10 pull out of the present 
crisis. The fine print Of our 
manifesto was much morc radical, 
but what the public heard was 
mainly the interpretations of Şhore 
and Hattersley. The SDP would 
borrow £8bn. Shorc wanted to 
borrow £llbn. Il was all dceply 
unconvincing. Potential Labour 
voters havc a much sharper 
understanding of the economy than 
many activists realize, They could 
see that the weak and watered-down 
cconomic policies which Shore 
presented were simply nol going to 
work. . 

Pcople Know that. unless Labour 
tackles the cxisling concentration of 
wealth. funding the programme of 
good things we wish to do involves 
1ax increases. They were uncOn- 
vinccd by Labour, and many of 
them (including half of the unem- 
played) didn't come oui to vote. 
Some did vote Tory. impressed by a 
“firm leadership" in striking con- 
ırast io our disarray. What this 
election shows is that a long period 
is necded to put across arguments 
before they begin to bear fruit. T 
don"t think that if we had managed 
to pul Tony Benn in command in 
February or March, the results 
would have been all that different 
Our policies have to be argued for. 
Thal is why we need a leader who 
spends the bulk of his time not in 
ParliamenlL but campaigning on 
how we intend to end unemploy- 
menL He should turn up for 
Qucstinn Time, but not spend his 
nights in the House. Inslead the 
parly should lay on two or three 
mecclings a week throughout the 
country.

anuly 33 per cent roted Labour: 


I think thal the working-class 
Tory vole is triggered by a number 
ol interrelated mechanisms. Where 
1he majority are still in work, where 
you have a skilled working-class 
communily and where they've 
bought their own homes. they are 
beuier off. Those who live in rented 
accommodation are not better off. I 
think this is what amplifies working- 
class conservatism. but its roots are 
much deeper and probably more 
profound in Britain than elsewhere 
in Europe. These related to the 
impact of colonialism and imperial- 
ism on the formation of working- 
class consciousness. 

Our working class grcw out of 
colonialism. The skilled craft unions 
of 1he last century bencfited 
enormously from Britain's imperial 
role. This division still colours the 
modern Labour movement, If you 
look at the divisions in the TUC, 
you find that the skilled craft unions 
that grew out of the Empire are the 
cxireme right of the movement. 

In these conditions it is hardly 
surprising that the Falklands war 
bencfited the Tories in working-class 
communitics, Even though a shift 10 
the Tories was discernible before 
that conflict. the victory itself 
consolidated the trend. IF you look 
at the local council clcctions thal 
took place in London during the 
war, there was an actual swing 1o 
Labour in wards with a substantial 
Irish, black or unskilled working- 
class community. In areas where 
there was a morc iraditional, settled, 
white working class, our vole 
collapscd by up 1o a half. In 
Hornchurch and Hayes the vole 
crumbled. The same pattem was 
repeated in the general election.

“By 1986, the United States will 
clearly owe more t10 foreign nations 
1han the value of its investments 
abroad. becoming a net debtor nation 
for the firšt time since World War i and 
appraaching. the present dcb1 level of 
Mexico and Brazil in absolute terms”, 
Mr Bergslen told a Senale banking 
commitiee. 

Mr Marris, who was until last year 
economic adviser {to the sccretary 
general of the Paris-based OECD, said 
the record inflow of foreign savings had 
a positive effect on the US economy 
over the short term but a negative one 
over the long term.

The man who can smell gold. 
believes the Clogau mountain 
in Gwynedd is ready again to 
surrender its riches to those 
prepared to rm the risk, As he 
panned for gold outside his 
salid stoue farmhouse Mir jack 
Wiiliams said: “I know there is 
a iot left in the mine aad this 
company appears to be going 
about it the rigbt way". 

As he spoke, he swilled away 
the crushed shale in his pan 
and suddenly the fine grains 
began to glitter among the 
remaining worthless debris. 

He smiled at Mir Charles 
o ing director of 

logau Gold Mines. “You mast 
EE hit a very good sample,” 
Mr Williams said “There fs 
enough gold here to make a4 
ring aud I have only just 
started panning.” He exercised 
a gentle toach as the pan 
snared anxious to capture 
every minute particle which 
had been so hard won from the 
Clogau St Davids Mine.
